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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose and/or fairly teach in combination a method of de-alloying an 
implantable medical device to form at least one porous layer for releasably containing at 
least one therapeutic agent. The method provides an implantable medical device 
comprising an alloy having a sacrificial component and a structural component; and 
selectively removing at least some of the sacrificial component of the alloy, leaving 
behind the structural component in the form of a matrix with tortuous pathways resulting 
from the removal of the sacrificial component, to form a porous layer. Claim 1 is 
specific to the alloy composition, i.e. cobalt chromium. Claim 55 is specific to pluralities 
of porous layers where each layer has a different porosity and atomic composition. 
Claim 77 is similar in scope to claim 55 but is directed to an implantable device with two 
structural components.
